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Truman Bids for 30-Day Coal Strike Recess, 
Senate Extends Seizure 


Reports Say As 


Draft Law 
Is Approved 


To July | 


WASHINGTON, May 9—(4)—A 
stopgap resolution to continue the 
draft 45 days beyond May 15 was 


dashed off with a pencil by Sen. 
Johnson, Democrat, Colorado, 
Thursday and passed unanimously 
by the Senate in five minutes. 

An angry Senate argument over 
what Congress should do about 
John L. Lewis and the paralyzing 
coal strike resulted in the speedy 
Draft Act extension. 

Democratic Leader Barkley, 
Kentucky, was pleading with Sen- 
ators to complete passage of the 
British loan and then take up 
draft extension legislation before 
turning to any labor disputes 
measures. 

SEIZURE INVOLVED 

Barkley reminded Senators who 
were pressing for labor legislation 
that Presidential powers to seize 
the coal mines would expire with 
the Draft Act. He noted that the 
Smith-Connally Labor Act con- 
taining the seizure powers is an 
amendment to the Selective Serv- 
ice Act and would expire with 
the latter May 15. 

Johnson got the floor with diffi- 
culty to suggest that Barkley offer 
a simple extension of the present 
craft until July 1. He said by that 
time Congress would be able to 
decide upon a longer range draft 
‘policy. 

Barkley tried half a dozen times 
to get unanimous Senate agree- 
ment to wind up the British loan 
measure and then take up draft 
extension. Each time Senators ob- 
jected. 

S@niator Taft, Republican, Ohio, 
broke in to suggest that Barkley 
try instead to get a stop-gap draft 
extension through immediately. 


Many senators were trying to 
speak ‘but Barkley moved to put | 
aside the British loan and take up 
draft extension. 

“Without objection it is agreed,” 
taid Sen. Hoey, Democrat; North 
Carolina, who was presiding, al- 
most before any senator could 
speak. 

Up jumped Johnson with a draft 
of an old resolution. He quickly 
wrote in with pencil the July 1 ex- 
tension. 

QUICK ACTION 

Sen. Gurney, Republican, South 
Dakota, who earlier had asked a 
30-day extension, at first tried to 
amend Johnson's proposal but, 
amid shouts of “vote, vote,” with- 
drew this. 

Again Hoey banged his gavel 
and put the extension through 
amid shouts and laughter’ from 
the Senate and crowded galleries. 

House leaders immediately made 
plans to pass it quickly in that 
chamber and speed it to the Presi- 
dent for his signature. It would 
continue the draft, just as it is, | 
until July 1 pending -ongressional | 
action on a longer extension. 

Paradoxically, the hurried ac- 
tion prts the armed services in 
better shape than they might have 
been if considered legislation | 
were adopted. for draft boards | 
now will continue their present in- | 
duction practices until July 1 at | 
least.

Naples dispatches said the King 
and Queen embarked in the cruis- 
er Duca Degli Abruzzi and left 
under escort of the destroyers 
Granatiere and Legionario. 

(Reference books do not list a 
cruiser Duca Degli Abruzzi. But 
is a 2,310-ton government 
steamship of that name, used in 
the African service. The Rome Ra- 
dio, in a broadcast heard in Lon- 
don, called the vessel a steamship,

An editorial in Izvestia, appear- 
ing beside a large picture of Gen- 
eralissimo Stali declared that 
“neoples of the world know from 
experience that the Soviet Union 
is the main obstacle in the way of 
the reactionary clique which is 
rearing up plans for a new war.” 

“That is why freedom-loving 
peoples see in the Soviet Union 
the stronghold of their own Sse- 
curity,” the government organ 
said. They rely with confidence 
not only on the might but on the 
just character of the abiding prin- 
ciple and unchanging policy of the 
Soviet Union—the policy of 
equality and friendship between 
peoples.” 

Pravda, official newspaper of 
the Communist party, also warned 
about reactionaries and the danger 
of a new war. The Red Army, it 
said, is continuing its vigilance. 

A Tass dispatch from Paris 
meanwhile declared that goodwill 
could overcome the problems 
blocking progress of the Foreign 
Ministers Conference. 

“The difficulties are connected 
with an obvious lack of desire on 
the part of the American and Eng- 
lish delegations to understand that 
one should not try to enforce his 
will on other participants in ne- 
gotiations,” Tass said. 

Izvestia, in an international re- 
view on its foreign page, charged 
that the London Sunday Times 
was “trying to enforce on the 
world the idea of hegemony, if 
‘not’ only of the British Empire, 
then at least of an Anglo-Amer- 
ican bloc.”

LONDON, May 9—(4)—A Reu- 
ters dispatch from Simla Thurs- 
day said all members of the Vice- 
troy’s Executive Cabinet, India’s 
equivalent of a cabinet, have of- 
fered their resignations as a first 
step toward forming a new and 
broader regime. 

The India office in London said 
this indicated negotiations for 
bringing Nationalist leaders into 
the government, conducted by the 
British Cabinet Mission to India, 
were nearing completion.

The bill was returned to a joint 
Congressional conference for final 
clearance, after which both Houses 
are expected to rush it through 
for Presidential signature. 

House approval of the subsidy 
provision, which President Tru- 
man called the “heart” of his 
housing program, came on a vote 
of 187 to 158 after heated debate | 
in which many Republicans and | 
Southern Democrats abandoned 
their earlier opposition and back- 
ed up the Administration. 

The House originally struck out 
all provision for subsidies when 
it passed its own version of the)

‘Love thy neighbor as thy- 
self,’ ‘Peace on earth, goodwill to- 
ward men’... what’s any simpler 
than that? Or any more difficult?”

He was flown from Seattle, 
Wash., to Atlanta in a private 
plane ‘owned by Asa Candler. He 
left Japan April 26 and spent 
three weeks in crossing the Pacific 
aboard a troopship carrying 3,500 
homeward-bound soldiers. 

“It is now apparent,” said the 
Bishop, “that the Christian Church 
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has been at the mercy of military 
parties in both Korea and Japan. 
The military sought to contro] it 
so thoroughly that it was on the 
brink of extermination.” 


LOYAL TO CHURCH 

But individual Christians in 
both countries managed to keep it 
alive, Bishop Moore asserted. They 
remained absolutely loyal to the 
‘Church throughout the war and 
thus wrote “a golden chapter in 
‘the book of Christian heroism,” 
he said. 

“There is everywhere in Japan 
and Korea,’ Bishop Moore con- 
tinued, “a universal desire for the 
return of American missionaries. 
The people in Korea were never 
warlike and always opposed Japa- 
nese militarism. They now want 
|Japan to take its place in the fam- 
ily of nations.” 

Korea is very pro-American, 
the Bishop said, explaining that it 
always has considered the United 
‘States its “best friend.”

Pipe Line Saves City 
From Fuel Shortage 


Thanks to Georgia’s natural gas 
pipe line, Atlanta and a few other 
cities will not be affected by ra- 
tioning of artificial gas resulting 
from the coal strike, but there are 
many that will. 

The natural gas line will take 
care of the cities of Atlanta, Co- 
lumbus, Newnan, Carrollton, 
Cedartown, Rome, Griffin, Macon, 
Milledgeville, Marietta and a few 
other smaller towns, according to 
Walter R. McDonald, head of the 
State Public Service Commission. 
This line dead-ends in Milledge- 
ville, and there is little chance of 
emergency measures to extend the 
line in time to ease the strike- 
wrought shortages in other cities.

The larger cities using coal- 
derived artificial gas are Athens, 
Augusta, Waycross, Savannah and 
Americus. All of these cities have 
their own gas plants, but they 
have only three or four weeks coal 
supply. 

McDonald stated that action was 
started yesterday to make ar- 
rangements, whereby the city of 
Athens -would be furnished either 
propane or butane. He added, 
however, that the Athens matter 
is still in the problematical stage 
arid the outlook is not bright. 


The Atlanta Gas Light Company , 


is at present swamped with re- 
quests for gas service to homes 
and businesses. Approximately 
1,400 requests for service have not 
been filled due to a lack of pipe. 
The coal situation brought a flood 
of demands from Atlanta busi- 
ness places for natural gas. 

McDonald said that an issue has 
arisen as to whether gas service 
shall first be given to homes or 
business, and indications are that 
the Public Service Commission will 
be called upon to render a de- 
cision immediately.

Quite a bit of amusement has been 
afforded by S. E. “Doc” Everritt, the Way- 


cross gubernatorial candidate who pro- 
poses to bring about a golden age in Geor- 
gia through taxes on the State’s latent oil 
resources. 

The fact that there is not a producing 
well in the State and that many qualified 
geologists are convinced that Georgia will 
never produce oil in commercial quantities 
worries “Doc” Everritt nary a bit. So cer- 
tain is he’ that his financing scheme is 
practical that he has promised,\if the boun- 
tiful blessings which come with oil riches 
are not available to all within six months, 
to resign the governorship—provided, of 
course, he is accorded the privilege of ap- 
pointing his successor.

Eurith Dickinson Rivers 
has promised a huge building program, a

Mr. Bittner 
Is Not a Girl Scout 


T have given diligent attention to the public 

utterances of Mr. Van A, Bittner. He is the 

Chairman of the CIO’s Southern organizing 

campaign. He is a good phrase-maker. He speaks softly, turning 

away wrath with kind words. But I do not for a moment think 
that beneath his vest there beats the heart of a Girl Scout. 

He is aiming, he says, for the lufhber industry, oil and cotton 
fabrics industries as his organizing objectives. ' 

I imagine he will firld some of them more or less push-overs. 
Fully two-thirds of the workers in those industries have been shoved 
around pretty badly. They have been under-paid, subjected to lay- 
offs in other than war years; and otherwise given an economic and 
social slugging. 

It was of this group that Eric Johnston, retiring President of 
the United States Chamber of Commerce, was speaking when he 
Said in his swan song to that body, that “ . .. back-to-Harding busi- 
ness policies and a system of life resting on congealed and untouch- 
able dogmas ... loaded down with petrified prejudices ... could 
lead only .to the waiting arms of the Communist party.” The CIO 
and AFL will try to get there first. The Communist Party’s Daily 
Worker evidently thinks so, too. It refers to Bittner as a reactionary, 
capitalist stooge. Which may give yoy an idea. 

The CIO will not, of course, find push-overs in those businesses 
which havemsought to treat their people as people and not “as 
workers,” to be exploited to the limit. But, by and large, 1 would 
say Mr. Bittner’s boys are going to find the welcome mat out 
from the people in the many harshly managed cotton mills, lumber 
mills and in the new oil field sections of Mississippi and Louisiana. 


Politics Mr. Van Bittner says he is not interested in politics. I 
read his words carefully and could find no hint of 
tongue in. cheek. 

The man meant what he said. He knows the political hen will 
fall off the roost into the CIO sack if he can get enough members 
in any one section to be a real political factor. 

There is one simple political fact to keep in mind. 

Let us take the Georgia political scene for our example. 

Mr. Eugene Talmadge is insisting the CIO is pouring “millions” 
into the campaign. He further says they are pouring these 
millions into the campaign of young James V. Carmichael. 

This is the worst sort of foolishness, as the gentleman well 
knows. : 

In the first place, the CIO, badly bent by the auto strike, had 
to put a special assessment on members to raise the $1,000,000 
for the entire Southern campaign.

Anthony Eden, speaking in the House of Com- 

mons on Feb. 21, in reference to the Soviet 
Union (Russia) and the United Nations, said: 

“ ...!I1 believe that the Soviet Union is sincere when they say to 
us that they want to collaborate with ourselves and the United 
States, their two great partners in the mortal conflict from which 
we have only just emerged. I think, also, that the Soviet Union are 
sincere in wishing that the United Nations’ organization should func- 
tion. It can enly function if there is a measure of understanding be- 
tween the three great powers. That far, 1 think, we are agreed. 


“But here comes the rub. While Russia wants this collaboration 
—as I say, I am convinced sincerely—with the other two great pow- 
ers—she appears only to want.it.on her own terms, That will not 
work. Sooner or later, that must land us all into difficulties. 


“It cannot be acceptable to the Allies of the Soviet Union that 
the Soviet Government should just repeat that formula of the need 
for unity as a sort of abracadabra and then, having said it, pursue 
any policy she likes, quite regardless of the feelings or interests of 
those who have been her Allies. That is the heart of the problem, 
and it is only right that we should fairly state it to our Allies. There 
can be no true understanding between governments which per- 
manently stand a strain of that kind.” 


: ; Farlier in his speech, Eden referred to 
Russian Experience the effect on Soviet policy of the inva- 
sion of Russia by the Germans. 

“  .. It is difficult,” he said, “for us to understand the profound 
impression that has been made Upon the minds of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment and the Soviet people by the wide and deep invasion of 
their land by the German armies and by the distress and suffering 
that accompanfed that event. , 

“Tl am convinced that it is the scourge of that invasion which is 
the dominant motive in Soviet foreign policy. ...Coupled witha 
determination that, so far as lies in the power of the Soviet Union, 
Germany shall not be in a position to do that again. . . . This 
has resulted in Soviet determination to have as friendly neigh- 
bors as they can. . . It often happens that those whom the 
Soviet Government think they can trust among their neighbors are 
not those whom the majority in those countries wish to govern them.

Russia, no doubt, re- 
garded it as legitimate to set up those governments in those particu- 
lar countries, but it is pardonable that other countries should have 
their doubts as to whether those governments are truly representa- 
tive of those countries... .” 


: *e *l have quoted at length from the Eden 
Logical Analysis speech because it appeals to me as one of 
the sanest, most logical analyses of the Soviet policy in Eastern Eu- 
rope I have read anywhere. It explains, simply, reasons for difficul- 
ties between this country, Britain and Russia. Basically, it is proba- 
bly fully applicable to the troublesome Iran problem, which has 
been plaguing the United Nations Security Conference. 

It seems to me important that we in this country must under- 
stand, as well as we can and according to the information available 
to us, the viewpoints and the reasons therefor of the other powers 
with whom we must collaborate if the world is to be saved from 
wars of the future. 

Soviet desire to create a shield of friendly governments they can 
tryst, between Russia’s western borders and Germany, is thoroughly 
understandable. It is similar to the desire of the United States to 
see friendly governments we can trust in the countries of Central 
and South America. 

There may be, to be sure, an ideological difference based upon 
Communist ambitions to spread their doctrine. Do we not have, 
however, similar ambitions to See democracy spread over the world? 
We are firm in our belief democracy is the best form of govern- 
ment ever devised.

Russia Prefers ‘Troubled Waters 


The Paris conference is confronted by an all but insuperable clash 
of policy between the Western Allies and the Soviet Union. The 
United States and Great Britain want peace in Europe; that is to 
Say, they want a settled regulation of affairs. A settlement is to their 
interests. The United States, in particular, wants to lessen its mili- 
tary commitments, and Britain, from every consideration of eco- 
nomic recovery and security, wants European rehabilitation and a 
continent friendly or at least not hostile to Britain. 

But, it is increasingly cleay that the Soviet Union: prefers a ftuid 
condition of affairs—a sonata which is neither peace nor war, 


. the “troubled waters,” in which Soviet fishing is most likely to yield 


a catch. 

Russia is hostile to Europe, historically and revolutionarily. 
There are reasons enough. In the 19th century, Russta was invaded 
by the French. In the 20th she has fought the Germans twice on her 
own soil, After the war of 1914 and against the advice of coolere 
headed and more intelligent Germans, notably the foreign minister, 
Richard Von Kuehlmann, who could not win over Ludendorff, the 
Bolshevik leaders were compelled, in the treaty of Brest-Litovsk, to 
sign one of the most Carthagenian treaties of history—and despite 
the fact that it was Ludendorff, and he alone, who had arranged to 
get Lenin and the Bolshevik emigres to Russia. 


Lenin Wasn't Fooled Lenin was under no illusion as to Lue 


dendorff’s motives. “It is only to 
strengthen the anti-war movement in Russia,” he said. But Lenin, 
who was determined to have peace at practically any price, thought 
he could counter Ludendorff with another weapon. “The hour is 
near when, at the summons of our comrade, Karl Liebknecht, the 
German people will turn their weapons against their capitalist ex- 
ploiters.” 

Actually, the Belshevization of Germany almost happened, fol- 
lowing the collapse of the German armies in thesWest. The Come 
munist Spartacus movement was suppressed in Berlin by the mas 
jority Socialists Frederick Ebert and Gustav Noske, and its leaders, 
Karl Liebknecht and Rosg@ Luxembourg, were murdered. (The latter 
had already repudiated Communism, but this was not known.) 

The short Soviet Republic of Bavaria was ended by the assassina- 
tion of Kurt Eisner, and the Soviet-sponsored Bela Kun regime in 
Hungary gave way to Nicholas Horthy. 

That a victorious Russia, under ‘Stalin, should abandon what a 
defeated Russia under Lenin almost accomplished is unlikely. To 
succeed where Lenin failed is a Stalin ambition. But Stalin is less 
an internationalist than Lenin or Trotzky. The revolutionizing of 
Europe is, for him, probably less for the sake of revolution than for 
the sake of Soviet power. While Lenin could hope that what Russia 
lost by the previous war she could regain by revolution, Stalin must 
see a chance, in victory, to Sovietize all Europe and so, in effect, end 
Europe—that perennial source of danger to Czars and Commissars. 

The condition for this, now. as in 1918, is continued political and 
economic instability and weakness. The Russians know this—they 
do not forget history.

9 Any stabilization now will militate 
Why Hasten Recovery! against the Soviet plan, for Eu- 
rope is not Communist, and will become Communist only through 
continued chaos, hunger, and demoralization offering opportunities 
to agitators trained in the technique of the coup d’etat. The economic 
recovery of the Rhine-Ruhr under any condifions would greatly con- 
tribute to the recovery of Europe. Why, then, from a revolutionary 
viewpuint should it be hastened? 

Furthermore, the Russians would hardly agree to diminish the 
numbers of their troops in Austria and elsewhere, for if the garri- 
sons were weakened, the Sogiets would probably. lose what’ they 
have already gained. They may remember from thedast war that the 
German general staff who had hoped to release millions of troops 
for the West, when Russia left the war, had to retain the bulk of 
them in the East to enforce Ludendorff’s annexatighis. Today, no 
Eastern European country, except’Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, and possibly 
Czechoslovakia, can be trusted by the Soviets to retain the present 
status quo, except under force. 

The Soviet program, therefore calls for continued force, and con- 
tinued force demands the existence of a threat. Occupation forces 
of millions of men and continued militarism can only be justified 
to the Russian people on the ground that they are menaced. Hence 
Stalin’s May Day speech charging that “international reaction” is 
“hatching plans for a new war.” The fact is that Europe is incapa- 
ble of war against anyone; that the United States has largely dis- 
armed: and that the réal alarm is felt in the West, which certainly 
did not fight Hitler’s Eurasian aims in order to have them realized 
by another. » 

There is fear and danger of another war only because conditions 
have been created in Europe, which prevent a self-sustaining peace 
—Wwhich 1s the only real peace at any time. *

Where Do Vet 
Groups Stand? 


In addition to the American Le- 
gion, the . Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and a number of less prom- 
inent but perhaps equally en- 
lightened organizations of Ameri- 
can war veterans, there are now 
several new ones bidding for the 
membership of service men and 
women of the second war. Of 
these new groups the two most 
aggressive and prominent to date 
are the American Veterans Com- 
mittee and the American Veterans 
of World War II. 

As far as my knowledge goes, 
none of these organizations has 
taken a stand in defense of the 
right of the veteran to work with- 
out paying tribute to a union. I 
have been receiving many pro- 
tests, some of them fiercely bitter, 
from men who have been imposed 
upon in this and other ways. This 
is only a continuation of the same 
fight that went on throughout the 
war on the home front when the 
Draft Act was used as a bludgeon 
to force men into unions in “es- 
sential” occupations as an alterna- 
tive to being drafted. They could 
buy their way out of the draft by 
paying money to unions. If they 
refused, they couldn’t get “essen- 
tial” work and were certified for 
the draft. 

But what stand do these vet- 
erans’ organizations intend to take 
now? 


WILL THEY submit by silent 


‘consent? 


Will they stand against 
the compulsion? Or will they 
frankly hold that a man must 
waive a portion of the freedom 
which ‘he risked his life to pre- 
serve? Silent consent would be a 
cowardly evasion. Any organiza- 
tion which gee 2 the exclusion 
of non-union veterans from em- 
ployment and opportunity de- 
serves more respect for its honesty 
than one which ignores the issue. 

They have a right to take either 
stand, but all of them should de- 
cide. Then the new veterans may 
choose intelligently. Those who 
object to the compulsion may or- 
ganize against those who favor it. 
They will be called company 
stooges, Fascists and tools of ‘“‘cer- 
tain powerful interests” and many 
of the men will go jobless for a 
time, at least, but the issue calls 
for some courage. 

Let me cite some cases: 

A man who says he spent 18 
months overseas and eight months 
in the line got a job with a parcel 
delivery company at $28 for a 
40-hour week in New York, where 
the cost of living is the highest 
in the country. When he dréw his 
first pay the envelope contained 
not $28 but $25. He was told that 
the other $3 had been paid to the 
Teamsters Union. He then asked 
for his union card but was told 
that he was not a member. 

“WE CAN go to no union meet- 
ings and are entitled to no vote,” 
he reports. “But we can have the 
cost, approximately $5, of a ticket 
to a union ball deducted from our 
pay and we can be assessed for 
— amount at any time.” 

urely considering the rate of 
pay in a high-cost area, the union 
here cannot claim that this combat 
soldier owes it anything for the 
“benefits” of unionism. And sure- 
ly no veterans’ organization can 
reconcile this case with that item 
in the bill of particulars announc- 
ing the American revolution which 
complained of taxation without 
representation. 

A committee of members of the 
disabled American veterans’ re- 
ports that in Twin Falls, Idaho, 
the local government has connived 
with the electricians’ union to the 
end that any man who would work 
at this trade must pass an exam- 
ination by three examiners from 
the union. Should he pass, the 
license fee is $50, It needn’t be 
mentioned that union men almost 
invariably are partial to applicants 
willing to join or that most con- 
tractors are compelled to reject 
even the finest of workmen who 


mits. 

“The municipal law prevents an 
electrician from employing more 
than one apprentice,” this commit- 
tee reports. What then are the 
chances of these disabled veterans 
for on-the-job training under their 
Bill of Rights in this and many 


other localities and trades? 


IN ANOTHER individual case, 


‘the soldier reports that he was 


called upon as a National Guards- 
man in February, 1940, spent five 
years in “active theaters of opera- 
tion” and was told at the separa- 
tion center that the VU. S. Em- 
ployment Service was ready to 
help him find work. 

He says, however, that he found 
that the USES was good for noth- 
ing but to provide jobs for its op- 
eration personnel. After two vis- 
its and much delay he learned 
that he would have to pay $2,000 
to the union if he could persuade 
the union to accept him at all, for 
permission to work at his old 
trade. He had been a moving pic- 
ture projectionist and the union

The Quilt Maker 
Of Edwardsville 


ty, - Fe EDWARDSVILLE, Ala.~-If it were not for the 
ie { - fact that Mrs. Loumandy Parker is a good 
I “% Christian woman and a kindly soul to boot, she 
would pay her respects to the makers of tufted chenille bedspreads 
with a snort of derision, thus: “Hmpf!” 


Mrs. Loumandy Parker is a quilter herself. In front of her log 
cabin beside the Bankhead Highway, not far from the city named 
above, nearly any time you happened to pass you could see bright 
quilts blowing like proud banners in the wind, all fashioned by 
Mrs. Parker’s own hands. You won’t see them now, because Mrs. 
Parker has run out of quilt scraps and it looks as if she just can’t 
get ahold of any to save her life. But as soon as she does, she will 
be back in the business again. In the past three years she has 
made 300 quilts, and she has sold them all. The first ones she 
sold for $5. Then she started charging $7 for some. The last she 
sold she averaged about $10 for, and some went as high as $15. 


That is not a very high price to pay for a quilt. One of Mrs. 
Parker’s quilts, a Martha Washington's flower garden design, had 
3,052 pieces in it. But she does not think that was anything re- 
markable. One of her neighbors, a Mrs. Lorene Clay, pieced a 
quilt of a pattern called “The Road Around the World” that had 
8,600 pieces in it. Mrs. Parker sold it for her for $15 to some 
people from Atlanta. People from Atlanta are always buying 
Mrs. Parker’s quilés. One man, whom Mrs. Parker thinks was a 
Mr. Pelatti, the best she can remember, passed on a bus one day 
and saw her quilts hanging on the line. When he got back to 
Atlanta he sent a card addressed to “The Quilt-Maker, Near 
Edwardsville, Ala.,” and Mrs. Parker got it. He wanted the “second 
quilt from the left, hanging at the north end of the porch, either 
a red and white or a pin and white one.” Mrs. Parker remem- 
bered which one she had hanging in that spot on that particular 
day, so she sent it to him COD and got a nice letter back thanking 
her. He said he gave it away as a wedding present. It was a 


“Wheel of Mystery” pattern. 
Mrs. Parker comes by her quilting 


125 Quilts for Family naturally: Her mother, Mrs. Melissy 


Victoria Cheatwood, of Cleburne County, Beat Four (a “beat” in 
Alabama seems to be like a militia district in Georgia), 
quilts, though she is over 80 years old. She has 125 quilts in the 
house, just for the use of her family. She never makes one to sell. 
On cold nights, 11 children, plus visiting relatives, could have all 
the quilts they wanted at Mrs. Cheatwood’s house, with plenty 
left to spare if the preacher should happen to come. 


Mrs. Parker quilts in all the age-old patterns that our great- 
grandmothers knew. She particularly favors the pattern of the 
“Wheel of Mystery,” that wonderful quilt which appears either 
blue or red or pink, depending on which way your eye falls on it. 
She also can quilt the “Stars and Diamonds,” the “Log Cabin,” 
the “Fishtail,” the “Toad in the Pond,” “Grandmother’s Fan,” 
the “Gentleman’s Bow,” the “Old Maid’s Puzzle,” the “Wedding 
Ring,” the “Tulip,” and that amazing curlicue of bright colors, 
the “Tennessee Road.” 


Mrs. Parker also is a creative quilter. When she sees some 
pretty scene, she translates it into a quilt pattern. She went to 
Oxford Lake down the road one day with some school children 
and saw some swans on the lake. The next morning she designed 
a quilt called the “Water Lilies and Swans.” The “Morning Star” 
also is her own pattern, and she has designed some children’s 
quilts that show baby chicks eating out of a pan. 

Mrs. Parker started selling quilts back in 


Wastes Nothing 1940 when the Lord moved her to hang out 
a quilt she had made but had never used and put a price tag 
on it. It was a “Spider Web” pattern, and it sold in no time for 
$5. She plowed the whole $5 back into the business at once, buy- 
ing quilt scraps, and set out to do some quilting on a commercial 
scale. Her daughter, Juanita, 15, helps her sometimes, and also her 
husband, when he can spare some time from his farming. She 
never wastes a string from her scraps, which she bought by the 
pound from Sears-Roebuck, as long as she could get them. When 
she has trimmed the pieces to the proper square or diamond 
shape for piecing she takes the little pieces and sews them together 
into‘ diamonds, and these diamonds into larger squares. The tiny 
bits of string left over from this trimming she uses to stuff seat 
cushions. 


Lately Mrs. Parker, a gray-haired, gentle soul, has been suffer- 
ing a good deal from neuritis in the muscles, she has quilted 
so hard. Sitting so long has also made the spine of her back ache, 
she says, but she is feeling much better now. 


If anybody will get up a bunch of scraps and send them to 
her, and let her know what pattern they would like, she will make 
them a mighty pretty quilt. Mail will reach her at Box 53, Edwards- 
ville, or, if anybody forgets the name and box number, they can 
just send the scraps to “The Quilt-Maker,; near Edwardsville,” like 
the man did who passed on the bus that time.

Army Seeking 
To Run U.5.? 


Under the guise of merging the 
armed forces, -the Asmy has 
sneaked into the Senate with a 
bill which, if enacted, could be 
used to destroy the executive arm 
of the Government as it is now 
constituted. 


A more honest title for this new 
secret weapon of the Army would 
be “A Bill to Abolish All Other 
Departments and Agencies of the 
Government Summarily and Se- 
cretly.”’ 


What the Army’s proposed bill 
does, in addition to merging the 
War and Navy Departments into 
a single Department of Common 
Defense, is to establish a National 
Security Resources Board, another 
one of those “new and indepen- 
dent” agencies for .which the 
United States is notorious. The 
Chairman of this Board, the Secre- 
tary of Common Defense, and the 
Secretary of State would, under 
the bill, comprise a triumvirate 
known as the Council of Common 
Defense. Both this Council and 
the Resources Board are given 
powers so broad as to be revolu- 
tionary. 


FOR ALL practical purposes, 
the foreign policy of this Nation 
would be determined: by the 
President and the triumvirate and 
not by the President and the Sec- 
retary of State, as it is now. 


The bill authorizes the new 
agency, the National Security Re- 
sources Board, “to prepare and 
maintain an inventory of the nat- 
ural resources of the Nation... 
to formulate policies and pro- 
grams for the purpose of main- 
taining adequate reserves of stra- 
tegic minerals and conserving our 
natural resources .. . to formulate 
policies and programs for the max- 
imum use of the Nation’s re 
sources.” 


Since the Nation’s resources ‘in- 
clude not only minerals and oil, 
but forests and soil, fish and ani- 
mals, the bill would do away with 
the necessity for a Department of 
the Interior with its Bureau of 
Mines, Geological Survey, General 
Land Office, Fish and Wildlife 
Service, Grazing Service and Bu- 
reau of Reclamation. Nor would 
there be any place for a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture with its soil 
husbandry programs or its Forest 
Service. 


ANOTHER section of. the bill 
provides that the Board would pre- 
pare and maintain adequate infor- 
mation on the manpower, re- 
sources, and productive facilities 
of the Nation. This would, to say 
the least, duplicate the work of 
the Labor Department and _ its 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice, and of the Commerce Depart- 
ment. 

Despite these broad _ specific 
powers, just in case there might 
be a disposition to retain certain 
of the existing departments, the 
bill contains this bright gem: 
“With respect to decisions of the 
Board which affect agencies be- 
yond the control of the Council 
or not represented by members of 
the Council, appropriate action 
(always in the common defense, 
of course!) shall be recommended 
to the heads thereof and if action

Both are important in our daily 
cost of living and also in main- 
taining a free enterprise system 
that will expand our economy and 
develop every section of the 
country. 


THE RAILROADS, like insur- 
ance companies in a similar situa- 


|tion, are trying to head off these 
‘suits by act of Congress. The ve- 


hicle is the Bulwinkle Bill, which 
has passed the House and is pend- 
ing in the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee. It would ex- 
empt railroads from anti-trust 
laws and legalize the practice of 
agreements among them to fix 
rates, subject to Interstate Com- 
merce Commission approval. This 
is one of the chief abuses com- 
plained of in these two suits. 


Defendant in the government 


of Railroads, central agency that 
directs and dictates rate agree- 
ments among railroads. It oper- 
ates through three regional asso- 
ciations, in the East, the West 
and South, all tightly tied into 
the subject to AAR. The AAR it- 
self is tied in with powerful bank- 
ing groups which the government 
charges assist it in enforcing its 
decisions on members. 

A bit of history helps to show 
this banker connection. 


It was effected in 1934 when 
the, Traffic Department of AAR 
was organized.

DeForest, New York banker and 
railroad director: John J. Pelley, 
President of AAR, and Fairman 
Dick, investment banker, railroad

Charles Dickens Called 
Father of Women’s Clubs 


With Georgia’s clubwomen occupying the center of the stage, 
so to speak, it seems an appropriate time to reveal that none other 
than Charles Dickens is responsible for the woman’s club move- 
ment which has grown to such power and proportions in the 
United States. 

It all began back in 1868 when the Press, Club of New, York gave 
@ dinner honoring Mr. Dickens. Mrs. J. C. Croley, Alice and Phoebe 
Carey, and other newspaper women, wanted to attend, but were 


told emphatically that NO WOMEN WERE WANTED. Thereupon, ' 


Mrs. Croley, not to be outdone, organized‘a club of her own, com- 
posed entirely of women. 

Named the Sorosis Club of New York, it became the mothef 
of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs, which celebrated its 
Golden Anniversary in 1940. Most men and many women thought 
the continuance of such an organization impossible. One editor, 
however, observed that, if it survived for a year, men would have 
to revise their opinion of women. 

The Sorosis Club did survive and flourish. Its offspring and 
namesake is the Sorosis Club of Elberton, which is the oldest 
federated club still functioning in Georgia. . 

However, antedating the Elberton Club by several years is th 
Lesche Club of Dalton, which is represented at the State Federation 
convention by Mrs. Lee McWilliams, who was present when the 
Georgia Federation was formed. The Lesche Club, it seems, was or- 
ganized in 1890, and celebrated its 50th anniversary in 1940, the same 
year that the General Federation became 50. In case you don’t know, 
it was named for the Greek Temple of Learning, which was entirely 
apropos, for its 12 members carried history books to their meetings 
and studied Grecian art and culture. “We read Thackeray, Keats 
and Browning for relaxation in those days,” said Mrs. McWilliams, 
“but now we are so occupied with the mavies, that we only have 
time for the Reader’s Digest and the Satu®iay Evening Post” 

Dimpled and blue-eyed and as pretty as a picture, with her white 
hair in curls piled high on her head, Mrs. McWilliams attended the 
Golden Jubilee banquet last evening wearing a frilly white net dress 
that she wore to club meetings in the 1890s. And she even took 
time out to run dainty ribbons in an old-fashioned corset cover, 
which was always an important adjunct of her costume in those 
days. In leu of a bouquet, she carried a kerosene lantern, signi- 
fying the days when Lesche Club members set out for their meet- 
ings in like fashion, lest they stumble ower a pig or a cow which 
roamed the streets. 

A burst of applause and genuine interest greeted Mrs. McWil- 
liams’ arrival, for not only is the Georgia Federation proud of its 
pioneers, but it cherishes their ideals and accomplishments, and 
welcomes their presence at its important gatherings. 


HOW HUMAN IS THE NATIONAL PRESIDENT ‘ 
One of the most interesting and important figures attending the 
Georgia, Federation» convention is, of course, the distinguished 
Presidegt of the General Federation, Mrs. LaFell Dickinson, of 
Keene; N. H. Mrs. Dickinson is a plump, white-haired woman of 
guatm, tact, and perseverance, who retains her native provincialisms 
n a masterly command of English, kept simple and delivered in a 
low voice, distinct and unblurred. 

With landed gentry, a visit from Lafayette, and Revolutionary 
ancestors puncutating her background, Mrs. Dickinsons not above 
stopping at a roadside diner with her daughters, Jane and Lucy. 
Her gayety and thoughtfulness are evident in her own home, where 
the whole family is a combined unit, but each member receives full 
deference to his likes and dislikes. She has been so well disci- 
plined by her daughters, she laughingly explains, that she:can take 
a@ great deal of teasing with perfect grace. 

Sometimes it is rumored that husbands of clubwomen are neg- 
lected, but this is not the case of LaFell Dickinson, who is very 
proud of his wife’s accomplishments, which are legion, and urges 
her continuance in club work. Mr. Dickinson is a big man in his 
own right. In fact, Mrs. Dickinson will tell you that her husband 
has always been adviser, friend and an excellent companion. One 
of her pet remarks is, “I married my best customer.” By this she 
refers to the time, shortly after her graduation from college, when, 
after her father’s death, she assumed the management of his timber 
business. Mr. Dickinson owned a box factory and bought a great 
deal of lumber from Lucy Jennings, who afterward became his wife.

ers in saving the nation from its 
threat. 
“We are concerned for the 
Christian conscience of the 
Church and the ovreservation of 
the high character of the Ameri- 
can home. We call upon all who 


will joinf with us in this day of | 


prayer.” 

Bishop Wilbur E. Hammaker, | 
of Temperance, interprets the pro- 
posed program as a sure indica- 
tion “that the Methodist church is 
coming alive” to the situation. 

In making this call attention is 
directed to the absence of any 
specific objective, other than to 
seek divine guidance and to give 
prayerful consideration to the 
cause of temperance. The June 
day of prayer is to be followed 
up in a thoroughgoing organized 
effort. 

In addition to the cooperation to 
b-. given by boards and commis- 
sions of the church, the executive 
committee of the Woman’s So- 
ciety of Christian Service has vol- 
unteered its support.
